“Liquor interests can defeat 
prohibition only by weakening the 
respect of people for the law, 
through tactics that breed 
anarchy.” declared Dr. J. Ray- 
mond Schmidt of Chicago, speak- 
ing before the City Club yesterday 
on the subject. “What Shall We 
Do With the Wright Law?” 


“First go to the polls next No- 
vember and vote fer the passage 
of the Wright Law, and next see 
that {tt is enforced.” said the 
speaker. “‘Remember that a déiere- 
gard for one law may easily spread 
to disrespect for al) lawse—and if 
that time ever comes you'll find a 
mob of Bolsheviets mar-®ing down 
the streets and your bus: a-es estab- 
lishments won't be wath the 
bombe it takes to blow them up.” 

Dr. Schmidt said that the plan 
of the liquor interests is to repeal 
the Volstead Act and he argued 
that the repealing of that act 
would be unconstitutional, since 
the act was passed for the purpose 
of previding means of enforcing 
the Eighteenth Amendment. 


“In passing the Wright law you 
will only be upholding the Con- 
stitution, which is obviously the 
patriotic, the American thing to} 
do,” said the speaker. “Then the 
fines collected from law breakers 
would no longer go to the Federa) 
government, but to California.”

It is probably certain that most 
people are unaware of the fact that 
radio messages of one form or an- 
other can be picked up at any 
time of the day or night. of 
course, most of them are in tele- 
graph and consequently can be un- 
derstood only by those familiar 
with the code. poneret the aver- 
age reader is interested at least in 
knowing what ie going on in this 
world of radio and for this reason 
we shall devote this lesson to a 
discussion of the radio schedules 
with short explanations, 

We shall take up the different 
radio meseages in the order of 
the wave length at which they are 
transmitted. The shortest wave 
length im general use is 200 me- 
ters. This wave has been reserved 


gen- 
erally, They employ all types of 
tranemitters from spark coils to 
radio telephones. Frequently one 
can hear the rather amusing con- 
versations which is carried on be- 
tween telegraph station and tele- 
phone station. .It usually requires 
the telegraph operator to buzz 
away for five minutes to say what 
the telephone operator ¢an get off 
in a few mements. Of course, all 
kinds of conversations are carried 
on, but during the daytime it is 
usually with reference to testing. 
After 3 p.m. the real amateur bus!- 
nees begins. It is at thie time that 
the American Radio Relay League 
operates. Mes#ages are relayed 
from station to station and thus 
are carried all over the United 
It io not dificult to hear 
amateurs at distances of 500 to 
1000 miles with friends 
in your own town during this pe- 


At 310 meters the Avalon-Long 
telephone can 
be heard. These tions form the 
radio link for the long-distance line 
telephone to Catalina. Consequent- 
ly when anyone calis up Catalina 
by the ordinary long-distance line 
telephone the entire conversation 
may be heard by radio. Durfing 
the winter months very few con- 
versations take place, but im the 
summer there is a continuous 
stream of calls from 7 p.m. to 10 


p.m. 

All of the broadcasting stations 
are now operating at 360 meters. 
In view of the general knowledge 
of these stations nothing further 
need be said of them. . 

A few boate may be heard oc- 
casionally at 45¢@ meters, although 
most of them carry on their com- 
munications on a wave length of 


600 meters. The business of ship 


radio stations is to send ‘and re- 
ceive telegrams for passengers; 
transmit position reports; listen for 


nals. Weather reports are trafne- 
mitted daily by the 600-meter land 
stations. 


Wave lengths between 600 and 
2000 meters are at present 
chiefly for the Navy. At 32000 
meters a number of commercial 
telegraph stations may be heard at 
most any time of the day. Time 
signals are broadcast daily at neon 
and 10 p.m. on 2400 meters by the 
San Francisco naval station and 
9800 meters by the San Diego 
naval] station. 

The wave lengths between 2506 
and 10,000 meters are reserved 
mainly for stations communicating 
over medium distances such as

The range from 10,000 to 36,000 
meters is reserved for transoceanic 


communication. The powerful 
stations used for this purpose 
usually have twenty-four-hour 


schedyles and may be heard theu- 
sands of miles away. It is not at 
all difficult on the Coast to pick up 
such stations from Europe. 


QUESTIONS ANSWERED 

Dr. A. W., Hermosilic, 
Mex.; Would it be possible to re- 
ceive messages broadcast from 
Los Angeles and what would be the 
cost for such a set? What outfit 
would you recommend? 

Answer: Yea, you could receive 
broadcasts under good conditions 
and w a good set. You would 
require’a two or e radio 
frequenty amplifier receiver. It 
would cost about $300. 

M. 8. B., Fresno: You cannot 
talk back to The Times broadcast 
station since The Times’ lcense 
forbide conversation other than 
pure broadcasting. You should be 
able to receive us, however.

Pasadena saves all its sewage water 
and with it irrigates a tract of nearly 600 
acres of land. Its facilities do not permit 
vt as effective a treatment of the water 
as might be desired or of the utilization of 
solids, but witli its projected new system 
Pasadena will be able to treat its sewage 
so as to make it entirely inoffensive and 
to realize enough clean water for the irri- 
gation of many hundreds more acres of 
land, besides transforming all solids into 
valuable fertilizer material. For anyone to 
minimize the importance of any feasible 
step looking to the conseryation of water 
and fertilizer values in thfs secton is a be- 
trayal of ignorance, Wake up, city officials 
of Los Angeles! You are years behind 
the times! 


California Léads. 

ITH the development of the seed and 

plant propagation industry in Califor- 
nia, it is believed that a few years will see 
this State furnishing 50 per cent of the 
seeds and nursery plants used in the United 
States. California now leads in valuation 
of nursery stock and seed output by a com- 
fortable margin, and nurseries and seed 
farms of the Golden State are being ex- 
panded greatly to meet the demand for su- 
perior stock. California's 4000 acres of 
nurseries produced $2,920,458 last year. New 
York nurseries, second in production, sold 
$2,310,253 worth of stock. California seed 
producers last year sold more than $1,500,000 
worth of seed, most of which was shipped 
to points beyond the Rocky Mountains, Cal- 
ifornia also leads in the number of pnur- 
series, with 540, as against 359 for New 
York. There are but five States producing 
nursery stock to the value of over $1,000,000 
yearly, these two States and Ohio, New 
Jersey and Missouri. Pests and disease 
have precluded the possibility of nursery- 
men in other States shipping beyond their 
own borders, and clean stock from Call- 
fornia is the principal article of inter-State 
commerce in the nursery line. For several 
years now California nurserymen have been 
sold out of certain fruit and ornamental 
trees and they are now planting immense 
tracts to supply the future

that of providing econemic facilities 
for the marketing of live stock. 
is governed very la y by demand, and 
as the demand incredses, efficient methods 
of handling a growing business must be 
put into operation or there can be no logi- 
cal and healthy growth of production 
itself. An economic plan of marketing 
that will reflect a good profit for the pro- 
ducer and a saving to the consumer is nec- 
essary to real progress. 

Unnecessary expense in the marketing 
of live stock must be absorbed by the rank 
and file,.which is-made up of producers, 
middlemen and consumers, and any saving 
in the cost of production and distribution 
brought about by the application of’ im- 
proved business methods naturally refiects 
great credit to the locality or agency 
which sponsors it. With positively no ax 
to grind, or urge from any faction, >? am 


firmly convinced that the present system 


to a local buyer, he can ship to the market 
of his choice. 

Under Federal the market 
must be operated under the Stockyards 
and Packing-house Act of 1921, which, 
among other things, provides that the, rates 
and charges of the marketing institution 
must be published and filed with the 
Department of Agriculture, and all charges 
for services rendered m be kept in ac- 
cordance with . prescri methods, and 
kept open at all times for Federal inspec- 
tion. The act forbids unfair, discriminatory 
or deceptive practices, or unreasonable 
preferences to persons or localities. 

One of the big wastes that the central 
market would eliminate is the present prac- 
tice of the packers here to finish cattle in 
their own feed lots. This is expensive, to 
say the least, for feed has to be shipped in. 
whereas proper method, as demon- 
strated in the Middle West, is to feed on 
the farm or ranch and ship the finished 
product, saving the fertilizer at home.

The fault of the present hazy system, if 
system it could be termed, Nes in the fact 
that there is no standard, or yard stick, 
with which to gauge the pulse of the 4iwe- 
stock market; and no true incentive to the 
smal] producers, who, in the aggregate, are 
destined to become, here, as they have in 
the Middle Western States, the real back- 
bone of the industry. I have a deep and 
abiding faith in the future possibilities of 
»Southern California ds a great live-stock 
center, and am equally sure that the day 
of realization can be hastened by the in- 
troduction of.some adequate means of 
handling the growing volume of live-stock 
business. I believe, too, that the situation 
can best be met by the creation of a cen- 
tral live-stock market in Los Angeles. This 
market shotld be a place where the pro 
ducer and the buyer can meet on an equal 
basis, instead of traveling around the 
country in a circle; a place where a live- 
stock cash market is maintained at all 
times under competitive bidding from all 
packer buyers; a place where stock can be 
more systematically graded as to quality, 
and in which the quantity can be increased 
by a closer co-operation among the produc- 
er, the packer and Feredal, State and 
county representatives. Such markets are 
maintained in nearly all large cities of the 
United States, and while criticism has been 


tolerate for a moment any idea of aban- 


There is a vast area of mountainous land 
in California and adjoining States suitable 
only for grazing and breeding purposes. 
From big range live stock should logically 
find its way to the smaller farms to be 
finished and thence moved to the market. 
It is true that grass fat cattle supply an 
important part of the meat food supply and 
that there will alway be a demand for that 
class of cattle, but by proper grading on a 
central market the establishment of the 
relative value of the grass-fed as compared 
with the grain-fed animal will create a 
basis helpful to ucers of both classes. 
This grading plan now exists on the East- 
ern markets, all of which get their season- 
al supply of grass cattle and get them at 
a time when finished cattle are also mov- 
ing. It should be quite well recognized 
that daring the interim when grass-fed 
cattle are not moving there should be feed- 
lot cattle to take their place on the market. 


The central market offers great advan- 
tages from an educational standpoint over 
the present system of marketing. The pro- 
ducer is not in a position to know just how 
his product will look on the hooks. Under 
the central marketing plan he can go on 
the market and see why his neighbor got 
a cent a pound more for his stock. He can 
learn whether it was quality, firdieh or 
uniformity that counted. Better breeding 
and feeding would be a natural consequence 
of this grading and would, im turn, be re- 
flected by a greater demand. for graded 
meat and in better prices to the producer 
marketing a quality product.

|| CENTRAL LIVE STOCK MARKET AN iE 
URGENT NEED IN LOS ANGELES.

O NE of the biggest conservation prob- 


woula gravitate tower@ 
Angeles if she had a big cetitral market, 
and the manufacturing and distribution§g of 
packing-house products would go forward 
here by leaps and bounds. With splendid 
harbor facilities and a rapidly growing 
steamship service, the logical outlet for our 
surplus being to the Orient, West Coast of 
South and Central America, Mexico and 
Alaska, the Itve-stock industry should in 
| Southern California assume gigantic pro 
portions. 

The City of Los Angeles cannot hope to 
¢gome into its kingdom in this respect with 
the present system of country buying. 
With such a central market as has been 
proposed, Los Angeles would become the 
logical location for an annual exhibition of 
finished show stock, a Pacific Coast Inter- 
national, which, in urn, would stimulate 
competitive breeding, feeding and finish- 
ing, and solve the problem of our present 
underproduction. The Los Angeles Cham- 
ber of Commerce is unanimously in favor 
of such a market and willing to do all in 
its power to bring it to successful operation. 
Many broad-minded business men have 
also come out for the plan. 

THE OPPOSITION. 

The California Cattlemen's Association, 
which has voiced its opposition to the plan, 
says that California marketing points 
being on dead ends of transportation lines, 
the conditions governing them should not 
be compared to those of eastern markets, 
where live stock consigned to one market 
can be diverted to another more favorable 
near-by point without material increase in 
shipping charges. With a _ centralised 
market, daily reports could keep the pro 
ducer in constant touch with the market 
pulse and forecast the probable arrivals 
with reasonable certainty, and by proper 
co-operation gluts could be avoided and 
shipments dropped into the market im or- 
derly and timely fashion. Representatives 
from other markets and packing centers 
would exert some influence on the market 
and be an indicator for out-of-town trade 
and show how much could be absorbed in 
this way. Sellers could be guided by 
daily quotations from various markets and 
choose the market that suited them. 


As for Los Angeles being at“a “dead end” 
of the world, there is the beckoning possi- 
bility for exportation of cured meats via 
the harbor route to other countries. A dt- 
rect contact with out-of-town markets 
offers the shipper the option of or choice 
of markets without undue penalty. Further- 
more, location of market does not govern 
prices, a demand for the product being the 
true indicator of values. 

The association heads say that our pres- 
ent method of marketing cattle in Califor- 
nia permits the buyer to select the quality 
of cattle he wishes for immediate slaugh- 
ter, and the producer to hold unfinished 
cattle on the range at a minimum expense. 
Even with the presence of a central mar- 
keting plan, there is no law that would 
keep the producer from doing likewise, 
keeping unfinished stuff at home. Under 
the present plan there is nothing to prevent 
the buyer from refusing to take heavy 
finished cattle, which he would undoubted- 
ly do if the market demanded light stuff, 
and the producer would find himself with a 
finished product on his hands and no out- 
let for it. The reason why this does not 
occur more frequently is because of the un- 
dersupply of cattle to meet the demand. 


In cases where the buyer and seller fail 
te come to terms under the present plan, 
the stock when finished may be shipped to 
an eastern market, and then sold at a low- 
er figure than bid at ranch and shipped 
back to local markets at a great transpor- 
tation cost, with the consumer paying the 
freight, while the producer pockets a loss.

WILD TURKEY 


POULTS ARE HARDIER. 


A combination of wild turkey blood and 
desert forage has won for H. G. Tienken, of 
Silver Valley, an oasis of the Mojave desert.

CAUSE AND REMEDIES 
FOR CHAPPED TESTS. 


Some people become very skillful in the 
art of milking, but even when they at- 
tempt to milk old “Bossy” in the regular 
way when she has what is generally 
known as chapped or cracked teats, the 
skill previously developed in that respect 
seems to have become a lost art, while at 


the same time the cow seems to have ac- 
quired a new one in the way of kicking. 

The chapped teat is an affection which 
often troubles cowa during the period of 
lactation, and is produced from various 
causes. One of the most frequent causes 
is that of permitting a calf several weeks 
old to suck the cow, as the biting and 
sucking produce abrasions. Exposure ‘of 
wet teats to the cold wind after the calf 
has ceased sucking or from milking with 
wet hands are predisposing factors. If the 
animal lies where the teats may come in 
eontact with urine, the irritation produced 
by it may chap the teats. 

Since it is rather difficult to milk a cow 
with chapped teats, owing to the pain pro 
duced in the operation of milking, the 
condition should be avoided, as far as pos- 
sible, by taking the calf away from the 
cow soon after birth; by wiping the teats 
dry before the animal ig exposed to the 
cold, and providing her with clean, dry 
bedding. 

To hasten the cure of ordinary chapped 
teats, the California Department of Aagrt- 
culture recommended a small portion of 
5 percent yellow oxide of mercury to the 
affected areas. If the chaps or cracks are 
discharging considerably, instead of the 
aforementioned remedy apply tannicacid 
ointment. Sometimes the affection is so 
severe that it becomes necessary to with- 


ing tube, which should be sterile when 
used.

(3.) In our judgment, land with a value 
of $2500 per acre might be devoted with 
advantage to other additional crops than 
poultry. If planted to orchard crops and 
given the run of a flock of laying hens, 
the combination might win out at such 
values. Land with water, at $500 an acre, 
suitable for poultry culture, possesses a 
larger lure to au experienced poultryman. 


(4.) The minimum income above cost 
of maintenance on 1000 layers should not 
be less than $1 to $1.50 per capita. This 
would insure an approximate income of 
$1250 per year to a family after all fixed 
gr and overhead had been allowed 
and old hens will increase this somewhat. 
To realize maximum results, the labor of 
caring for the plant should be targely a 
family affair. The moment outside labor 
is employed, that moment the profits 
would also be apt to diminish.

State, and shows that counties having the 
largest area are given to the growing of 
cattle feed are, generally speaking, high 
in the number of live stock raised. 

In Southern California, Imperial and Los 
Angeles were close together in the number 
of live stock on farms on the first of the 
year. Los Angeles county had 140,000 head 
of cattle, swine, sheep, horses and mules; 
while Imperial had 156,000 head. 

The total nuriber of milk cows in Call- 
fornia on January 1, was 632,000, an in- 
crease of 18,000 in a year. Of other cattle, 
there were 1,380,000, the same number as 
on the same date a year ago. The number 
of swine on January 1 was 834,000, an in- 
crease 16,000 tm a year. There were 
2,450,000 sheep, a decrease of a half mil- 
lion in a year, and 478,000 horses and 
mules, a decrease of 19.900.

trying to save the tops of trees which had 
their trunks actually split into the wood 
from the effects of the cold, they watched 
to see if they had any such damage and 
could not find any, which was encouraging. 
They also reag that if the tree was bound 
with any material and well coated with an 
air-tight covering where only the bark was 
split, that gum pockets were apt to form 
somewhere close to the wound and perhaps 
gummosis would develop. 

One grower thought that a medium line 
could be found, one that would cause the 
split bark wound to heal over quickly and 


at the same time not induce the gum’ 


pockets to form. He therefore took some 
asphalt and thinned it quite a bit so that 
the usual heavy coating would not be in 
evidence and yet be thick enough to pre- 
vent any drying out of the slightly lifted 
bark. His efforts along this line can be 
noted in the accompanying photograph 
where the gap between the edges of the 
split bark can be plainly seen and where the 
opportunity for sap drainage, if such is 
needed, can be taken care of. 


TO DISCUSS TRUNK 
AND ROOT TROUBLE 


The Agricultural Extension Service has 
made arrangements for a series of field 
demonstrations to be held in Los Angeles 
county covering the treatment of citrus 
trunk and root diseases.

Fawcett 
of the citrus experiment Station, Riverside, 
has brought forth considerable information 
on the mature of these diseases and their 
control.

FORBID IMPORTATION 
OF EUROPEAN BEES. 


California beekeepers who have been 
Watching the progress of the “Isle of 
Wight" disease in Purope, and have watched 
the honey production of Europe dwindle 
on account of it, are relieved at the action 
of the Federal Quarantine Board in pro- 
hibiting the importation of queen and adult 
‘Dees into the United States except for ex- 
perimental and scientific work by the 
United States Department of Agriculture. 
The disease has spread with great rapidity 
in th® last year. 

The Isle of Wight disease is caused by a 
parasitic mite in adult bees. and is easily 
transported. It was first reported in the 
Isle of Wight in 1904, and tn England the 

' disease has been called acarine disease, 
from the order name (acarina) of the mite 
that causes it.

a surplus of feed as does the corn belt 
where this surplus ‘is marketed in the form 
of live stock. It would naturally seem that 
such argument was unfounded when we 
stop to consider the thousands of acres 
crowing milo maize, Kaffir corn, barley, cot- 
tonseed and alfalfa which could be finding 
its way into the feed lot to produce a fig, 
ished product as in the Middle West, We. 
like the middle westerners, could. be sav- 
ing the manure value for depleted soils, in- 
stead of shipping the grain from the 
ranches and farms. 


True, we do not grow much Indian corn. 
the staple finishing feed of the corn belt, 
but live stock history reveala the fact that 
corn is not an absolute necessity for fat. 
tening stock, as witness the grand cham- 
pion heifer at the last Internationa) Live- 
stock Show. The University Farm at Davis 
produced this finished animal with barley 
as the plece de resistance in her menu, and 
without a mouthful of cora. There ts no 
reason why California cannot have finished 
beef, marbled beef if you please, to grace 
the bin of fare in our homes. Why play 
second fiddle and import what little fin- 
ished beef we do get from the East? 

The association uses as an argument 
against the stockyards that the experience 
of live stock feeders in the corn belt States 
is that feeder cattle can be more economic- 
ally purchased and shipped direct from the 
range to the feed-lot, avoiding going through 
the stockyards, with the result of less 
statement, except where the feeder buy- 
the payment of feeding and commission 
charges, thus making the cost te the buyer 
less and the price received by the seller 
higher. Undoubtedly there is logic in this 
statement, excepting where the feeder buy- 
er located near the market hasn't the time 
to “spend in hunting up feeders on range 
and finds in the stockyards what he wants 
at the time he wants it. Both systems have 
their advantages and what is true of 
Chicago is just as applicable in Los An- 
geles, or would be if we had a central mar- 
ket. The presence of a central market

PRESENT CONDITIONS. 
The cattlemen, who are convinced that 
from a producer's standpoint the proper 
place to sell, weigh, and grade cattle under 
western conditions is at the range or 
shipping point, maintain that California 
producers have enjaydd the best market 
in the United States during the past two 
years, and that California has the most or- 
derly marketing of afly State in the nation. 
This, they say, would not be possible under 
the stockyards plan because of the impose 
sibility of controlling the receipts of cattle 
at yards, resulting, they say, in unavoidable 
heavy receipts wKich would depress the 
market and cause violent fluctuations in 
prices and disaster to the producer. Un- 
der California conditions, they assert, the 
supply actually needed is bought by the 
packer at the rancif, thereby insuring an 
orderly market. But they are overlooking 
ti real status of the situation, and the 
real cause of their superior market. The 
law of supply and demand cannot be 
ignored. In our section of the country the 
demand is greater than the supply... The 
State of California supplies 40 to 45 per 
cent of the cattle, 10 to 25 per cent of the 
hogs, and 50 per cent of the sheep we con- 
sume here. We import the remainder. Or 
dinarily the local supply of cattle is worth 
to the local packer what it costs to get the 
same thing on an eastern market and ship 
it to Los Angeles. The high cost of this 
long-distance shipping is in itself a protec 
tion to the local producer and gives him a 
substantial margin at all times because of 
our unde®production. This is the reason 
California cattlemen enjoy better markets. 


Tt Is not unusual for the Waho. Utah and 
Nevada producer to refuse the Los An- 
geles buyer's bid and ship to Denver, where 
the stock is purchased by a Los Angeles 
slaughterer. This loss by shrink and 
frejght entails a serious waste, and the 
whole system is an expensive process. A 
central market would at all times reflect 
eastern values and at least pay prices in 
fair relation. The packer has nothing to 
gain by breaking the market and causing 
giuts and low prices. Rather he is much 
more vitally interested in helping to -main 
tain stable prices at all times, for radical 
breaks soon reflect in the selling price of 
the product. 

THE COUNTRY PLANTS. 

The California Cattlemen's Association ds 
opposed to concentrating the slaughter of 
live stock at a few central points because 
it says this would destroy the industry now 
existing, together with the investments in 
smaller towns where, it maintains, forty 
per cent of the livetstock is killed. This local 
slaughter in small towns, the association 
says, takes care of a class of cattle which 
would depress the markets at large central 
points. 


If this clases of cattle 
quality, why.dump it on the country’s cop- 
suming public? There are plenty of poor 
people in large citie# who would consumP 
some of this meat if it were brought to a 
central market, graded and sold at a low 
price. Also there are plenty of country 
people who would be glad to pay the price 
and get a high grade of meat if they could 
obtain it. 


As a matter of fact. there are a large 
number of slaughtering plants located in 
Southern California which, becausé of their 
limited capacity, utilize only a portion of 
the animal which is edible, and the hide. 
Carried on under a central marketing plan 
the entire animal, edible parts as well as 
inedible, could be distributed where it could 
be best utilized, and the present wasteful 
method remedied. it should be borne in 
) mind that the packer gets a good part of 
his profit from the animal by-products, 
which same by-products are a waste in the 
small slaughtering plant. 


The association antfi’s say that small local 
killing plants take care of the small pro 
ducer with less than carload lots, which 
small lots would be expensive to ship to 
central or distant market points. If the 
small producer happens to live too far from 
the big market center to haul by truck he 
can combine with his neighbor to make up 
a carload or sell to a local buyer who, in 
turn, can ship by carload. This is common 
practice in the Middle West, where the 
small local butcher with his wasteful prac- 
tites and inability utilize inedible meat 
has been practically driven out of business. 
This, too, in localities where the small pro- 
ducer predominates and finds no difficulty in 
_getung Mf stock to the big markets.

| Thus we see that the protest offered by 
the cattlomen’s association represents so 
small a percentage of the meat producers

t ve-stock producers generally would be 
against the plan. -

country buying the tendency to overlook 
the small producer smothers any incentive 
this class of producer may have to enter 
the field, but with an available daily cen- 
tral cash market for each and evegy produc- 
er of live stock, where receipts could be 
accurately forecasted, and where the 
barometer of the law of supply and demand 
could truthfully reflect existing market con- 
ditions, the small producer being a: sured of 
an equal chance on the open market, would, - 
as the need arises, be stimulated to a great- 
er production.

early of their life. Many of the 
‘failures -in deciduous fruit culture are 
traced to improper handling while the 
trees are young. It is essential that the 
grower make every effort possible to ob- 
tain the best info tion on the subject. 
He will find a great diversity of opinion as 
to what is the proper procedure, and will 
necessarily have to use « 1 judgment in 
determining what is good or bad advice. 

Much investigational work has been 
carried on by various agricultural experi- 
ment stations, particularly that of our 
own college of agriculture, in régard to 
proper handling of young deciduous trees. 
Serving as a guide for the orchardist in 
determining what are the principles in- 
yolved in handling young trees, a digest 
of ideas worked out by the university 
experiment station, combined with items 
gleaned in practical field experience, are 
herewith presented.

In order to make up any moisture de- 
ficiencies that might occur in the soil, ir 
rigation must be resorted t>. It is essen- 
tial that enough meisture be present in 
the soil at all times to meet the needs of 
the trees. Their health and vigor depends 
to a great extent upon having a sufficient 
amount of water in the soil. 


The argument is sometimes _ presented 
that it is best to keep water away from 
young trees, in order to forge the roots down. 
If just enough water is present in a soil 
throughout a depth of from four to six 
feet, the roots will develop normally. Tap 
roots,.or anchor roots, will penetrate 
deeply while the main feeding roots will 
be, nearer the surface. It is desirable and 
natural for the feeding roots to be dis- 
tributed largely throughout the upper 
three feet of soil. Withholding water 
tends to weaken trees, and defeats the 
purpose des . 

The number of irrigations will devend 
upon the soil type and the care given. The 
lighter the type of soil, the more water 
necessary. A light soil has a low moisture 
holding capacity, and gives up moisture 
quickly. One should examine the soil to 
a depth of at least three or four feet while 
the trees are young, and must go deeper 
when the trees are older, to determine 
whther they are getting dry. There is 
often a tendency to slack up on irrigation 
late in the summer. That season is ex- 
ceedingly important from the standpoint 
of plant food manufacture and storage, 
and the normal life activity of the tree 
should not be interfered with by insuffi- 
cient moisture. 


PRUNING IN FIRST YEAR. 


Tf deciduous trees have been planted 
and handled properly, they are straight 
whips, twenty-four to thirty inches long, 
with all of the side shoots cut off. One of 
the best practices to protect the trees 
from sunburn and the detrimental effect 
of fluctuating temperatures is to white- 
wash them. The dark coloring matter 
within the bark absorbs heat. Tempera~ 
ture records have indicated that the: tem- 
perature of the bark will rise many de- 
grees above the atmospheric temperature. 
With a protection of whitewash, the tem- 
perature maintained below that of the 
atmosphere, and this prevents a great 
fluctuation In temperatures between night 
and day. Trees whitewashed will grow 
much better than those left exposed. 
Whitewash is preferable to paper or other 
types of protectors because a better 
spaced head can be formed with the far- 
mer. 

The formation of the head or main 
framework can be materially helped if 
proper attention is given at first. Many 
orchards are in poor shape today because 
the framework branches were not proper. 
ly spaced. During the month <of May,

the leaves, and only 2 to 4 per cent from 
the soil through the roots. So the more 
leaves there are, providing they are ex- 
posed to sunlight, the gre-‘er the oppor- 
tunity for the tree to manufacture plant 
food to build itself. is one of the 
most important principles in pruning. ' 
No further pruning is necessary, after 
that treatment, until fall. Fall pruning 
consists of cutting off the tops of each of 
the three leaders at a height of four and 
one-half to five feet from the ground. The 
essential thing is to cut all of them the 
same height from the ground, and not one 
four and one half feet, another four feet, 
and a third five feet from the ground, It 
will perhaps be necessary to thin out 
some of the smaller branches on each of 
the three main leaders, in order to pre 
vent one shading out the other. 
PRUNING SECOND YEAR. | 


The second spring pruning practice is 
very similar to that of the first, with the 
exception that two shoots are selected on 
each of the three main leaders. Pinch 
back the terminal buds of the other shoots. 
Two shoots on each of the three leaders 


}will make six main leaders, which are to 


be the tree’s framework. When these are 
once established, they should never be cut 
back. Cutting back tends to force vigor- 
ous wood growth, at the expense of fruit 
production. 

All pruning done thereafter is for the 
purpose of thinning out the side branches 
sufficiently to let sunlight penetrate to all 
parts of the tree. Trees handled in this 
manner will bear earlier, and produce 
much larger crops than if the tops are cut 
off each year. . 


COMMITTEES TO MAP 
THE NEMATODE AREAS, 


County Horticultural Commissioner H. J. 
Ryan, Farm Adviser Hodgson and Deputy 
State Market Commissioner James P. Britt, 
all of Los Angeles, have been named a 
committee to map nematode-infested areas 
in Los Angeles county, and to devise means 
of control. It is felt that, before any in- 
telligent method of control can be arranged, 
the extent of the spread of the pest must 
be known. Meetings of the committee are 
to be held monthly, and arrangements have 
been made for D. G. Milbraith, nematode 
specialist of the State Department of Agri- 
culture, to address the members of the com- 
mittee at the next meeting. 

The attention of farmers in the county 
is being called to the serious depredations 
caused by the nematode in the Gulf States, 
where it is impossible to grow truck crops 
on many thousands of square miles. —

SNAILS SELL HERE? 


An enterprising resident of Glendale is 
enthusiastic about raising edible snails. 
Being of French extraction, he is to be ex 
cused for his enthusiasm. The question 
is whether Californians will ever “take to” 
his crawlers. 


Edible snails have been eaten for many 
years by the people of Europe, and now 
the inhapitants of Paris consume fifty tonsa 
of snail# daily. 

Peasants of Burgundy are credited with 
having first discovered the edibility of 
snails, and now they vow they are better 
It appears that Paris 
wine merchants, journeying to Burgundy ta 
buy wine, sampled some of these snails and, 
after a few years, one of the merchants 
brought a basketful to Paris and had them 
prepared a la Burgundy—washed. ground, 
mixed with butter, olive oil, parsley and 
eschalot. They made an instant hit, and 
Paris is never happy without snails. 

Three kinds of snails are eaten, includ- 
ing, it is said, the common garden snail 
familiar to Californians. The large white 
Beurgogne snail brings the highest price. 
They abound in the vegetable growing dis- 
tricts near Bourgogne, France, and are 
fed ground Kohl-rabi and cabbage leaves,

URGE THAT PRUNING 
BE NOT DELAYED. 


Editor Times Farm and Tractor Section: 

As the best method to be pursued in 
the treatment of frosted citrus trees is 
somewhat problematical, will you kindly 
permit me, through your paper, to pre- 
sent two reasons why pruning should not 
be delayed? 

First, from the coast to the interior, 
wherever the trees have been affected by 
frost, their appearance is unsightly. To 
leave them thus for several months, is a 
standing advertisement of adversity. There 
is no more pleasant sight in nature than 
a healthy oran grove, well laden with 
golden fruit. ere is no sight more de- 
pressing than to see those same groves 
covered with the debris of diseased limbs. 
This fact alone should be sufficient cause 
for the orchardists to use their pruning 
shears without delay. Second, as weather 
conditions become normal, nature will en- 
deavor to repair injuries sustained. She 
should be assisted by the arts of man. 
The blossoming period is just ahead, when 
the entire vital force of the trees will be 
drawn upon. There will be some neces- 
gary shock in the pruning, but when once 
accomplished, it will relieve the trees of 
a heavy burden, and is the least of the 
two evils. That the entire damage sus- 
tained cannot be ascertained at this time 
ise but a secondary consideration, and 
should not be weighed in the balance 
against a clean bill of health.—James

Earliness 
means a substantial gain. The home gar- 
den should take this viewpoint also. Then 
greater care must be taken with such vege 
table plants for they costly. 

Some plants will stand transplanting 
more readily than others. There are two 
sorts of plants considered; those which de- 
velop a compact, fibrous root growth and 
those whose root system consists long 
fibers or a tap root. To the first long 
tomatoes, egeplants and the like. They 
transplant readily. and do better for it. 
Reets and Swiss Chard belong to the lat- 
ter class and more care should be taken 
in transplanting them. Cabbage and cauli- 
flower are just between the two classes. 
In growing these plants, the seed should 
be sown in light, friable sofl, which will 
develop a larger root growth. 

The age of the plants is an important 
consideration. If left too long where they 
were seeded, the vegetable plants, as a 
rule, will not mature properly, but will re- 
main stunted. Cabbage and caulifiower 
plants should be set out when they are 
between forty and fifty-five days old, or 
they will have a tendency to “shoot to 
seed.” The taprooted vegetables will do 
better if transplanted quite young. Early 
transplanting stimulates the rooth growth 
and consequently makes a healthier plant. 

One point should be remembered above 
all, and this is that seedling plants 
should not * r from the lack of water 
after trans . Buccess depends up 
on that. Good, stocky plants, with strong 
tops and root systems should be selected. 
Much depends upon the-care given them 
before transplanting. If grown under co. 
er they should be “hardened off.” The wa- 
ter supply should be gradually diminished 
until the plants cease their rapid growth,

Suppose we are setting out tomato plants.

Set the roots at the bottom and cover, leav- 
ing-a cup abou an inch and a half deep 


the roots. This is important. Then “il 
the cup with water, pouring it on the edge 
and not directly over the roots. Then it 
will run down and not wash away the soil 
from the roots. Place a shingle on the 
south side to protect the plant from the 
sum for a few days. The next morning 
after the plans are set cover the cup 80 
that it will retain the moisture. The best 
time to plant is im the late afternoon. All 


fibrous-rooted pjants can be set in a like 
manner. 


Those plants having a tap root are best 
set with a sharp-pointed stick. Lettuce 


can be handled this way also. Water the 
plants as they are set, before the earth 
is pressed about the roots. It is best that 
the tap root be cut back about one, fourth 
and the tops at least a half. 

Watch the plants carefully for a couple ; 
of weeks following transplanting. Toma- 
toes and such vegetables do not need much 
water after resetting, but they should be 
The next irrigation is to 
be applied through furrows run along the 
rows of plants. Beets and other vegetables 
belonging to the tap-root class need water 
often after transplanting. It should be ap- 
plied through furrows also.

Mr. Waite, who has given the eradication 
of the pest much study, advocates the plaat- 
ing of Brabham or iron cow peas as a cover 
crop. These plants are immume, and serve 
a double purpose by tending to rid the soil 
of nematodes, at the same time increasing 
ita fertility. Sowing grain is also 
mended. So far little damage has been 
done, and the commissioner is working on 
the theory that prevention is better than 
cure, 

The benefit to be derived from cow peas 
as a soll fertilizer is vouched for by Hunt. 
Hatch & Co., of Brawley, large vegetable 
growers. A year ago, on the recommenda- 
tion of Mr. Waite, inoculated Brabham cow 
peas were planted as a cover crop os 
twenty acres, by way of «xperiment. The 
land was rum down on account of frequent 


cropping, and was producing poorly. This 
season these twenty acres were planted to | 
lettuce, and a close account kept of the re | 
sult. The field yielded 240 crates to the | 
acre, or fifteen carloads, which averaged

pasteurization and 200.000 per c.c. before 
Grade A-Pasteurized-Whole- 
sale, provides the same requirements as for 
retall, and is bottle milk for wholesale 
trade only, which reaches store trade, res- 
taurants, etc.. where they buy in quantities. 
Grade B-Pasteurized Milk s milk put out 
to restaurants and wholesale trade in cans 
and contains less than 1,000,000 bacteria 
per c.c. before pasteurization and less than 
50,000 per c.c. after pasteurization.

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problems connected with 
"ihe effective management of the sofl 
fm oftrus groves unquestionably need 
mere consideration in San Bernardino 
Sounty than elsewhere. There is nothing 
peculiar about some of thes® problems; 
in fact, some of them involve only princt- 
ples of good practice long established. 
What I shall have to say about soil man- 
agement in San Bernardino county, too, 
will have a more or less general applica- 
tion. 

I shall make no attempt to discuss the 
variety of soils planted to citrus in this 
county, except to say that they range from

gbod condition can only be maintained by 
precticing the same kind of methods as 
the poorer groves need, no differentiation 
of soll treatment is necessary in this dis 
cussion, in so far as that variation is 
concerned. 

Sufficient sofl moisture for the tree's 
needs, and for the development of a crop 
of fruit at the same time, is vital to the 
citrus crop, as to other crops. Many 
groves have been planted where too little 
irrigation water ig available. There are 
all stages of this lack of water. Some 
groves have enough water while the trees 
are small, but. not enough to develop a 
heavy set of fruit after the trees become 
mature. A good yield of plump fruit can- 
not be secured on a short supply of water, 
and if more water cannot be obtained in 
such cases, it is far better in the long 
run to satrifice the poorer part of the 
grove, using all the available water on 
the remainder, than to give the same to 
tal amounf of water to the full stand of 
trees. However, the big practicable job 
for most growers is to learn how to use 
the water now available most efficiently. 


It is a well-known fact that in few, if 
any, of the irrigated areas in the world 
has there been worked out a system of 
soil management that may be called per 
manent, that is, where productivity has 
been maintained over long periods, and 
has at the same time supporied a pros 
perous people. Productivity has been 
maintained in some cases—as in the val- 
leys of China—but only with methods that 
involve intense sacrifice and hardship for 
the people conducting it. The Valley of 
the Nile is a seeming exception, but it r@ 
eeives rich overdeposits from annual in- 
undations. I venture to say, however, 
that this problem can be met in the 
United States in general, and in Southern 
California in particular, if the proper 
methods of soil management are used. 


WHAT THE SOIL IS. 


Mineral rock particles are the frame- 
work of all soils. These particles can ab 
sorb no water, but are always surrounded 
by a thin film of moisture. Under condi- 
tions of drougth, this surface film becomes 
so thin that a point is reached where no 
more of the film moisture can be secured 
by plant rootlets. Were it not for. the 
humus, of decaying organic matter, dis- 
tributed between the rock ‘articles that 
constitute the framework of the soil, the 
soll in toto would not be able to furnish 
enough water in most cases for the profit- 
able production of crops. Decaying or- 
ganic matter is, however, pervious to 
moisture, absorbing it in relatively large 
quantities on the same principle as a 
sponge. 

The sources of organic matter are chief- 
ly from the decaying roots of-plants and 
trees, from cover crops, f .m animal ma- 
nures, and to a slight degree from or- 
ganic fertilizers, as cottoiseed meal. The 
more decaying organic matter that can be 
added to the soil mass, in a citrus grove, 
the greater its water-holding capacity, 
and the more water the soil can deliver to 
the growing crop, with one qualification. 
If one soil, as a light sandy loam, has a

the latter may not be able to deliver ail 
of the itional 15 per cent to plants, 
although will deliver a considerable part 
of the 15 per cent. So it may be stated 
that a given amount of irrigation water 
under cenditions of practical agriculture 
is effective, under proper cultural condi- 
tions, primarily in proportion to the 
amount of humus contained fn the soil to 
a depth somewhat greater than the tree 
roots extend. That amounts to at least 
three feet. 

Clearly, in only a small per cent of the 
groves is anything being done to increase 
the amount of humus below the surface 
foot, and in many groves not enough is 
being done to maintain it in the surface 
foot. Growers not infrequently state that 
their “soil will not take water.” That is 
due to its physical condition, something 
that efficient and practicable soil manage- 
ment will entirely overcome in most cases, 
and greatly help in all other cases. When 
a soil that you have managed over a pe- 
riod of several years will not readily ab 
sorb an ample supply of irrigation water, 
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over rete tively 
ia targer over short 
ike th downward per- 
of moisture is siow and it camnot 
be hastened, except 
sollse, by pouring on larege 
water. Even then the lateral percolation 
of moisture is slight. 
Unfortunately water 
of a limited number 
often being ineufficient for the moisture 
to percolate as deeply as needed: in fact, 
the very antithesis of nature's best way, 
a gentle extended rain. Hence, the sys 
tem of selling water does not make for 
permanent agriculture. The fact that 
some of the irrigation systems have been 
oversold to cover an area larger than can 
be adequately irrigated aggravates the 
situation. The natural tendency is for the 
individual to rush water onto his land as 
rapidly as possible for the period allotted 
him. He chooses the lesser of two evils— 
namely, water badly app rather thai 
less water applied more ectively, but} 
insufficient for his need. 


THE GROWER'S DILEMMA. 


Practically the grower faces this dilem. 
ma: The water-holding capacity of soils 
can be increased only through adding or- 
ganic matter. Organic matter can be 
made to permeate the soil mass deeply 
only through the growth of deep-rooted 

» mostly leguminous. While these 
crops ‘distribute organic matter through 
the soil mass more uniformly and effec- 
tively than it can possibly be done 
through surface applications, they cannot 
be grown without using considerable water 
in addition to what the trees need. This 
amount has been estimated by an author- 
ity as 50 per cent additional water for 
summer cover crops and 30 per cent for 
Winter cover crops, though it may vary 
with kind of soil and kind of cover crop. 
The trees must also be far enough apart 
to admit ample synlight. This is the 
equivalent of saying that cover crops 
amount to little im old thickly planted 
groves. 

Under such conditions reliance must be 
placed primarily on surface applications. 
With sufficient water, course materials, 
such as bean straw, may be used: but 
with insufficient water, it may be neces- 
sary to depend on materials: like cotton- 
seed meal, an organic carrier of nitrogen. 
In dact, cottonseed meal is a very desirable 
material to use for a variety of condi- 
tions, whenever the price is not too high. 


Where deep-rooted cover crops are not 
grown it is common practice to apply 
stable manure,.bean straw, alfalfa hay, or 
any hay high in nitrogen content. Some- 
times materials with low nitrogen con- 
tent, as barley straw, is used. It is very 
difficult to get surface applications buried 
more than twelve inches deep, and this 
means that no organic matter is being 
added to the soil mass in the lower half of 
the zone penetrated by citrus roots or at 
least from whielr they draw moisture. Con- 
sequently, it follows that we are largely 
failing to make use of the soil’s full ca- 
pacity to conserve moisture. It is obvi- 
ous, too, that the organic matter should 
be thoroughly mixed with every bit of the 
soils take, retain and deliver moisture to 
sible. The more completely this is ac- 
complished the more effectively can the 
soils take, retain, and deliver moisture to 
the trees or, in other. words, an acre inch 
of water be made to give maximum re 
turns. It should be borne in mind, of 
course, that the plant food is taken in by 
the roots through the soil moisture, and 
that the lateral movement of water 
amounts to little. 

Clearly, such distribution of organic 
matter is not brought through the use of 
surface applications alone, nor to the best 


plying all surface mulch, en mass, in a 
trench or double furrow. That method 
may be necessary where there is insufii- 
cient water available to keep all the soil 
moist enough to cause the decay of the 
organic application when properly mixed 
with all the soil by discing, or possibly 
plowing. But it does not provide effec 
tive distribution of humus-forming ma- 
terial in the soil, and is usually an un- 
necessary method when there is enough 
water available to properly moisten the 
soll. A uniform distribution of organic 
matter is also the only way of providing 
adequate tilth throughout the soil mass. 


BACTERIAL ‘ACTION. 


We have thus far discussed the organic 
content of soils only in its fundamental 
relation to soil moisture. It has another 
fundamental function. Soil fertility is 
largely dependent on “bacterial action. 
Favorable soil bacteria live on the decay 
products of v6getable tissue. The more 
thoroughly and uniformly such tissue in

Shortly afterward, William Buck shipped 


in seventy-cight colénies. Only twenty- 
five tived through the trip. The brief record 
does not say where these bees came from 
or where they were ‘located. 


In 1855, one swarm of bees was taken 
‘nto the Sacramento Valley, but thstead of 
prospering, the bees died, and the word 
went forth that no bees would thrive in 
that vicinity. John Harbison, who had just 
started the first fruit and shade tree nur- 
sery in the valley, thought differently. 


Ta his boyhood, on a Pennsylvania farm, 
Mr. Harbison had helped his father care 
for bees, and he now sent East for one 
colony. It arrived, with a few bees alive, 
and imcreased rapidly and preduced much 
honey under his management. This expert- 
@nmce sent Mr. Harbison Bast in 1857, and 
while there he prepared sixty-seven colonies 
for shipment to California. . 


From Pennsylvania these bees went 
across the Isthmus, up the coast to San 
Francisco, and then up the Sacramento 
River. This was @ 5900 mile trip, but only 
five colonies perished. The rest were so 
weak that they had to be doubled up, or 


“doubled down,” to fifty colonies. 


After that Mr. Harbison made other ship- 
ments from his home, all succesful, and sold 
over 200 colonies for $100 each. His suc- 
cess encouraged others to follow in his 
steps, and in 1858 over one thousand colon- 
ie& were brought in. It must have been 
discouraging to their owners, however, for 
but 200 colonies lived. .

This hive was 
not widely adopted, and is seen today 
only in collections of obsolete apairy equip- 
ment.

wilt-resistant have already been 
produced, known as the Marvel, which is a 
medium early tomato selected from Mer- 
veille des Marches, bearing a heavy crop 
of smooth red fruit; tue Norton, selected 
from Stone, producing a heavy yield of 
large, smooth, solid red fruit, which ripens 
slowly, and therefore ships well; and Col- 
umbia and Arlington, medium late va- 
rieties, selected from Greater Baltimore. 


The Marvel is an excellent variety for 
forcing, for medium early trucking, and for' 
home gardening. The Columbia, like the 
Arlington, which has been temporarily with- 
drawn for purification, because of mixtures 
found im the seed in 1920, is better for can- 
ning than for the table, because of its some- 
what flat shape, which does not permit 
slicing as successfully as some of the 
rounded tomatoes. The Norton and 
newér variety, the Norduke, are late toma- 
toes, excellent for canning, for home garden- 
ing, and late trucking. The Norduke shows 
the highest resistance to wilt of any tomato, 
and also some resistance to the leafl-spot 
disease. 

Wilt-resistant strains of tomatoes are 'de- 
veloped by selecting from a variety which 
possesses moderate resistance, fruit which 
show individual higher resistance. This re 
sistamce can be bined with other de 
sirable qualities in other varieties by cross- 
ing. Seeds from resistant strains have 
been distributed through State experiment

NEW MEADE COTTON 
REPLACES SEA ISLAND. 


_ Meade cotton, a new variety of the Up 
land type developed in Northeastern Texas 
has been demonstrated.to be a desirable 
substitute for Sea Island, The arrival of 
the boll weevil in the Sea Island cotton 
districts has caused the production of this 


valuable long-staple fiber to decilen rapid- 


Imperial Valley. 

Meade matures early, producing under 
favorable conditions a fiber 1 11-16 inches 
long, of fine texture and quality, and re 
markably like Sea Island. Experiments 
carried on since 1916 on the Sea Islands 
around Charleston, 8S. C., have shown that 
at least twice as much Meade as Sea 
Island cotton, and not less than the short- 
staple varieties, can be produced under 
the same conditions. 


Meade cotton is a distinct variety that 
combines the superior cultural features 
of the Upland type with a long and silky 
fiber like that of the Sea Island. it unifor- 
mity at once places it in a different class 
from any stocks known to have a direct hy-' 
brid origin. The fiber resembles Sea Island 
fiber so closely that it cannot be distin- 
guished except by experts. It has been 
sold in the regular Sea Island markets on 
an equality or even at a premium over 
the Sea Island fiber. 


The area devoted to Meade cotton has 
been steadily increasing, but less rapidly 
than was anticipated, because of mixture 
of seed and the failure of many farmers 
to appreciate the necessity for separating 
the fields of Meade from other crops. 
Fields should be at least 300 yards distant 
from any other cotton—the farther away, 
the better. When a sufficient distance can- 
not be obtained, fields of corn or sorghum 
may be used to separate the fields of 
cotton for safety to prevent cross pollina- 
tion, otherwise ingects visiting the flowers 
are likely to carry pollen from one field 
to another,

It will also aid in preventing the formation 
of hardpan or plow sole. Bringing agils 
into this condition and s9 maintaining them 
while we harvest heayy crops, is an op- 
portunity in this county for helping to 
make the agriculture more permanent so 
that it will continuously support a pros- 
perous people under a system of irriga- 
tion farming. 


Through irrigation it has been easy to 
draw on the wonderful supply of mineral 
constituents that Southern California 
soils have slowly accumulated through 
long periods of time and store in high 
degree becausé of the light rainfall. This 
process cannot continue indefinitely. Al- 
ready many of the soils, even in high- 
priced citrus groves, .bake hard as soon as 
the irrigation water disappears. It is en- 
tirely practicable to prevent or to over- 
come this condition with methods already 
indicated. While the decay of organic 
matter creates orgafic acid on 
many of the soils, this is probably neu- 
tralized as fast as formed by chemical 
constituents in the soil. 

There is another point that may need 
consideration in the near future as some 
of the older and thickly planted groves 
outlive their usefulness, namely, rotation.

This Wonderfal Night-bloomer Whitens 
the Desert for Leagues. 


HE Colorado furnishes us our most mag- 

nificent white evening-primrose. From 
Palm Springs to Arizona, and far into Old 
Mexico, ranges this splendid night-bloomer. 
And nowhere is it finer than in the Coa- 
chella Valley. There it whitens the desert 
for league after league and well earns the 
name of “Desert Snow” by which it is some- 
times known. It is more commonly called 
the “Desert Evening-Primrose,” however. 
It is an early bloomer, and in the Coachella 
Valley is usually at its best during March. 
But it is not on hand every season, being 
dependent upon at least a moderate amount 
of rainfall. It was plentiful in 1920. There 
was none last year. This year the display 
is wonderful again. The botanist calis this 
flower Oenothera trichocalyx. 


The flowers of the white evening-prim- 
roses appear to have pedincles two or 
three inches and in some cases fully 
twice that. But what seem to be flower-' 
stems are not that at all, but parts of the 
flowers themselves—ovary and calyx-tube. 
Only the hawk-moths, with their six-inch, 
watch-spring tongues, can sound the depths 
where lie the nectar-eacs! So were it not 
for this one class of insects, cross-fertiliza-

which is stemless. Close to the ground 
there is a bunch of leaves, of very much the 
size and shape of those of the dandelion. 

The flower appears to stand up clear of 
the leaves on individual stems, but it Is 
only the ovary and long calyx-tube which 
gives them height. This evening-primrose 
is especially plentiful about Desert Center 
formerly known as Gruendyke Well. It 
has been especially fine this year, and since 
early in March has delighted the eyes of the 
late-evening and early-morning travelers 
along that desert highway.

nected with its food value, which is but 
slight. It is sald that orange juice will 
prevent scurvy and kindred bodily allmentsa, 
and as such ig recommended for liberal use 
by children. 

“If an orange drink Is advertised or 
sold in such a deceptive manner as to give 
the purchaser the impression that it con- 
sists entirely of orange juice or contains 
a large amount thereof it is a fraud which 
may produce injury to human life withqur 
its being in itself harmful. 


“None of the constituents found In any 
of the orange drinks can be considered 
harmful. The orange oll or flavor is de 
rived from the oranges themselves, the cit- 
ric acid is derived from oranges or lemons 
and is wholesome when properly used. The 
certified color is harmless. 

“When a drink made from these ingredi- 
ents is sold simply as an orange flavored 
drink, with no implication or suggestion of 
the presence of orange juice, it is legal and 
cannot be considered as prejudicial to 


“health. 


“When these same ingredients are mixed, 
either with or without the addition of a 
small amount of orange juice and sold so 
as to mislead the purchaser into the belief 
that he is getting real orange juice, it be- 
comes a fraud and the sellers should be 
prosecuted and exposed. 

“The ways of the venders of these sub- 


‘standard products are devious and tricky.) 7 


Bome sell the product openly as orangeade 
and take a chance. These will sooner or 
later come to grief. Some are careful to 
designate the product as ‘orange drink,’ 
which is noncommittal and not specifical- 
ly binding. Still others, with frankness, 
call the product ‘hydrated orange juice,’ re 
lying on the fact that most purchasers are 
too ignorant to know that ‘hydrated’ means 
watered. 

“The game goes merrily on. If the con- 
suming public wish to be protected they 
mest exercise at least ordinary intelligence. 
These orange merry-co-rounds, with their 
alr of mystery and activity, are an inauit 
to the intelligence of anyone who knows 
the price of oranges and compares tt with 
the amount of ‘juice’ served in a 10 cent 
glass. So far as the products being harm- 
ful is concerned, will depend on the amount 
you take of them. Whether they are legal 
or not depends upon the designation under 


which they are sold.”

The evening primrose family is a nu- 
merous one. Only a comparatively small 
Bumber of its members, however, 


Night-blooming evening-primroses are 
quite familiar to all who are botanically 
inclined, and also to those who are espe 
cially interested in flowers. But the great 
common herd of humanity knows very lit- 
tle about them. And this is mostly be- 
cause the floral display is made under cover 
of darkness, and the flowers have faded so 
mech by the time day has advanced for: the 
human community to be on the move, that 
they are no longer attractive and sight 
compelling. It is really astonishing how 
often those pight-time floral exhibitions 
take place right in our very dooryards, as 
it were, and yet how few persons see the 
display, or even know of it! An arroyo 
runs down through a thickly-settled part of 
Los Angeles. Along the stream-bed within 
are stretches of gravelly and sandy soil 
which the winter floods have sorted out 
from the rocks and coarser gravel and 
spread out at a higher level on either side 
of the channel. Willows, grounsels, and 
other shrubbery have taken possession of 
the ridges and & and ancnored the 
soil against future depredations of the 
flood. But they hate left many open 
patches, which have been promptly pre- 
empted by that big, yellow, night-blooming 
evening-primrose (Onagra hookeri.) Here 
for several years during July and August 
thousands upon thousands of big three-inch 
‘yellow blooms opened nightly, and yet few 
of the people who lived in the immediate 
neighborhood knew anything about it! And 
it was a completely closed book to the. 
great stream of humanity which flowed 
along the avenue only a couple of blocks 
away! It should be said, in passing, that 


during the last couple of years this wonder- 
ful night display here in our midst has

California Seems Especially Fitted for 
Night-blooming Primrose. 

IS big night-blooming evening-prim- 

rose is a ttuly all-American flower, 
claiming the coptinent from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific. Some botanists have to 
make at least two species out of it, but 
others believe that the so-called species are 
only varieties due to geographical location. 
Like many others of Mother Nature's chil- 
dren, it seems to grow larger and more 
profusely in California than in the East.

New Haven will soon be a Mecca 
for the art lovers of Europe as well 

as of America, for the privilege of seeing 

the new Memorial Quadrangle. This is the 
gift to Yale by Mrs. Stephen V. Harkness 
as a memorial to her son, built for students’ 
living-quarters 

Mr. Charles William Harkness of the 
class of 83 was well loved for 


“His little, nameless, unremembered acts 
Of kindness and of love,” 


few knowing of his many generous gifts. 
His mother wished to give opportunity to 
more students to enjoy university life 
democratically, and gave $3,000,000 with an 
additional blank check so that the architect 
could have free sway to execute his dearest 
desires. The sum expended already its 
about $11,000,000. This architect is James 
Gamble Rogers, class of ‘89, and he has 
had a more glorious opportunity than the 
builders of Oxford or Cambridge, the only 
universities with which this group of build- 
ings can be compared. 

Over the main gateway on High street 
are the words “For God, for Country, and 
for Yale,” taken from the college song, and 
a series of little carvings typifying the 
different branches of college learning. In 
the four corners of the groined ceiling are 
heads of the four men most instrumental in 
constructing the memorial—Edward 5. 
Harkness, present head of the family, and 
Samuel H. Fisher, his corporation assist- 
ant, and the architect, James Gamble Rog- 
ers, ald his assistant, Otto Faleten—all 
sons of Yale. Overhead is an interlacing 
of the rose, the thistle, the shamrock, and 
the elm, symbolizing the relationship of 
England, Scotland and Ireland in our 
United States history. 


To the left of this entrance is Harkness 
Tower, which is to contain the special me- 
morials. The first real English fan-vaulting 
which has been executed in the past 200 
years will be found in this lower room. 
Above will be a water tank, and a belfry 
to contain ten bells. Old English tunes will 
be played on these chimes. The tower is 
the crown type like that of St. Botolph in 
Boston, England, growing more slender and

Wrexham Tower, Giles, 
Whee Elihu Yale is Buried. 


CROSS the big quadrangle, which cov- 

ers one city block, stands Wrexham 
Tower. This is of the heavier Welsh type, 
and is commemorative of St. Giles Church 
at Wrexham, where Elihu Yale lies buried 
A name stone from the Welsh church was 
given to place over the portal of this New 
Haven tower, linking together the two con- 
tinents. The ground of its entrance court 
is covered with English ivy, which 
flourishes in the shadows. 


The buildings are grouped about seven 
courts, all varying in size, and individual 
charm. The largest is Branford Court, 
dominated by the two towers and contain- 
ing an historic mill wheel and several large 
elms transplanted after construction was 
begun. It was in the neighboring town of 
Branford that ten ministers originally con- 
vened to found the college of Yale. 


Opening on the south are Linonia Court, 
Calliope Court, and Brothers in Unity 


Wrexham Tower taken from the roof of an- 
other tower. 

> 
Court, named for the three debating clubs 
of Yale most famous during the period 
1800-1830. ‘Each approach from the street 
or court, and each corner doorway to the 
rooms, is dedicated to the memory of such 
names as Philip Livingston, who endowed 
the first professorship of Divinity: Dicken- 
son and Cutler who established other unt 
versities, Cooper and Calhoun, the two 
Timothy Dwights of 1769 and 1849, who be- 
came presidents of Yale, Thomas H. Gal- 
landet, the founder of deaf-mute Instftu- 
tions in this country, and numerous other 
educators. 


The buildings of Linonia Court are partly 
constructed of rare old brick, which give a 
strong tone of color in contrast to the 
lighter stonework. A noble elm of distinct 
Y form lends an emphasis to this court. 


Here ts a Charming Doorway Dedi- 
cated to Edward Rowland Sill. 


N THE northern side of Branford are 
Killiagworth and Saybrook Courts, di¢ 
tinguished by stone térraces, a circular 
seat, and stepping stones climbing over the 
spreading tree roots. A particularly charm- 
ing doorway is dedicated to the poet Ed- 
ward Rowland Sill, class of "61. A wall 
and seat make a more secluded garden, an@ 
circular medallions of Pegasus and a 
harpist are carved over the oaken door.

The heights of roofs 
and gables vary to furnish the most sunlight 
where it is needed. “The features of the 
skyline change as rapidly and as tenderly 
as the face of a breathing alma mater be- 
holding her children.” (Phelps, "87.) 


At the four corners of the main quad- 
rangle are the Commons rooms for the fel- 
lowship of students. Each has a characttér 
of its own, paved with stone or brick, 
beamed in oak, panelled high and carved 
ornately. The old Tudor pattern of linen- 
fold is used, and a row of panels is set 
aside for portraits. Over one huge fire- 
place is a flat stone breast on which is 
cut the map of old Yale. On another is 
carved in low relief the historic sailing 
vessels which left New Haven for England 
to bring back provisions. It was never 
heard from unt!l months after, when the 
settlers beheld a vision against a June sun- 
set—the ship's sails floating away into 
clouds and the mast and hull sinking into 
the waves. This is commemorated in Long- 
fellow’s poem of “The Phantom Ship.” In 
another room is an inscription stating that 
the drawings were begun on November 7, 
1918, the date of the false armistice when 
business was suspended and scraps of white 
paper fell like snow from the high city 
windows. The drawings were completed 
on November 11, the true Armistice Day.

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HOME SHOULD EXPRESS THE FAMILY. 
TANDARDIZATION Its the thing most 
noticeable in American life today. We 
dress alike, read the same books, have 
or wish to have the same kind of 
house as our neighbors and otherwise in- 
cline toward a sameness that denies indi- 
viduality and originality. No where is this 
more apparent than in our homes. From 
hitchen to drawing-room how mach alike are 
nearly all houses of the same class. Each 
has ite white enameled Or tiled kitchen, its 
formal dining-room furnished in period 
style, its living-room with overstuffed daven- 
port and chairs, davenport table, piano and 
piano lamp and phonograph. The bedrooms 
vary from ivory furniture to that of walnut 
or mahogany, but each has the appearance 
of having been picked ready-made from a 
high-class furniture store. Hence the ex- 
pression of individual taste and individual 
needs is almost entirely lacking. Comfort 
there is in all these standardized homes, 
good taste in many of them, elegance in 
not a few, but charm and originality are too 
seldom found. 


This criticiem does not imply that each 
home-maker should strive after the thing 
that is different, just because it is differ- 
ent. With such a purpose only the bizarre 
or the absurd could result. But it is desir- 
able for those responsible for the furnish- 
ing of the home to refrain from mere imita- 
tion. No single article of furniture should 
be admitted to the home unless there’ is 
genuine need of it. The need may be a ma 
trial or an aesthetic one, but it should origt- 
nate in some member of the household and 
not in an attempt to appear like other peo 
ple. 


The Variations in Types of 
Furniture are Many. 


F OVERSTUFTPFED pieces will bring more 
comfort to the family than any other 
kind, they should be purchased. But if 
harder chairs and a less cushiony daven- 


A day bed with mahogany frame and 
cane panels may be substituted for the 
more common davenport: winged chairs 
with a modicum of upholstery may be pre 
ferred to the more commodious variety. It 
may even be discovered by a canvass of the 
desires of the family that plain Windsor 
chairs with or without cushions are pre- 
ferred. In some families reed or other 
woven funiture has proved to be the most 
satisfying. These give comfort, are light 
and easily moved, and have a summerlike 
quality that suggests rest and comfort to 
some jaded souls. The variations in the 
types of furniture are wide. Hence, there 
is no good reason why five houses out of 
every six should be furnished after the 
same manner. 


A Pleasing Variation in Painted 
Furniture has Linen Covers. 

NEW house recently furnished used 

painted furniture in an effective way. 
The pieces were purchased unfinished. It 
was painted in dull finish in delicate 
shades, such as light blue-green, lavender- 
gray and mauve, with narrow lines in a 
constrasting color. Some of these lines 
were in orange, some in pomegranate and 
some in black. These, combined with 
painted clusters of conventional flowers, 
gave the relief needed. 


The backs, seats and arms of the chairs 
were upholstered in linen in plain color. 
Dull greens and blues and lavenders were 
the colors selected. Linen rugs with borders 
were used, these, too, being in neutral tones. 
The floors were painted a deep gray or 
sand. Lighter than the floors were the 
walls, which were unifortuly of putty color, 
without border or decoration.
